1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Figure 1 in the drawings needs to be labeled as "prior art". 

In claim 1 , last line "or the like in use" is considered indefinite. The scope of this 
phrase cannot be determined. 

In claim 4, the limitation "said outer body member is arranged releasable to 
receive a plurality of alternative anchorage components" is mis-descriptive. The outer 
body member has an end portion with a threaded region for receiving alternative 
anchorage components, but it is not releasable to receive the components. 

In claim 5, the initials "PBO" are mis-descriptive. What do the initial stand for? 

In claim 7, "caries" has been misspelled. Also, what is meant by the taper angle 
"carries along the length of the wedge member"? 

In claim 1 1 , "91 1 )" should be "(1 1 )". 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to disclose the frictional drag of the rope fibers on the wall of 
the rope receiving passage to be less than the frictional drag of the fibres on the surface 
of the wedge member and an outer body member encases the outer surface region of 
the barrel and supports that region of the barrel against bursting loads, wherein the 
outer body member has a tapering passage within which the outer tapering surface 
region of the barrel is received.
